TEL AVIV. — Prime Minister Golda Meir declared yesterday that 


Israel would not agree to put the 


border question at the top of the 


agenda of the darring talks. ‘Chere is no such alternative as terri- 
tories in exchange for peace. It does not exist," she sald, “What mat- 
ters is Israel's security, what matters are secure borders and not ter- 
ritories. Froutiers do not exist in the alr, but are very tangible and 


have to be discussed.” 

Speaking on Israel television, ahe 
said that she expected the Jarring 
talks would take a long time be- 
cause of the gap between the views 
of the sides. “What is decisive is 
whether indeed and in truth the 
Arabs want real peace... The na- 
ture of peace must first of: all be 
tackled," the Prime Mlnister de- 
clared. 


Taking note of the warlike threats 
emanating from Egypt, the Prime 
Minister declared: “We must have 
no illusions whatsoever. We must be 
Prepared for any contingency. Our 
army ΙΒ fully ready for any even- 
tuallty, that I can assure you.” 

Mrs. Meir was being interviewed 
on the weekly Moked programme 
and appeared to be in excellent 
Spirits. 


She hoped that the shooting would 
not be renewed along the Suez Ca- 
mal, and advised Hgyptian Preasi- 
den Anwar Sadat: “Don't threaten 
war so lightly.” Mrs. Meir declared 
that: Sedat-could gain greater pres- 
tige ‘rom improving hia people's 
Ἤρσδιι.: and educational levels than 
by pianging thenr δῖ war and an- 
Otln: defeat. 


DENIES MANDATE REPORT 


Prime Minister Melr last night 
denied press reports that she would 
seek a new public mandate If the 
possibility of withdrawal should 
arise. She made the statement at 
the opening session of a three-day 
meeting of Labour Party students 
that opened in Belt Beri last night. 


Mrs. Meir rejected out of hand 


-any Arab demand for a timetable for 


withdrawal as a condition for get- 
ting the talks golng. She highlighted 
Israel's concern lest the Arabs turn 
to the Security Council to impose 


a settlement. Mrs. Meir noted chat 
although American policy cleaved 
to the Rogers plan, the U.S. krew 
Israel rejected it, and had promised 
not to be a party to any U.N. inter- 
ference. Mrs. Melr said that at oue 
stage or other, there wou!d have to 
be direct contact between the Arabs 
and Israel. 


Mrs. Meir conceded that disagree- 
ments existed with Washington but 
the dialogue was continuing to re- 
duce the gap. Asked about Presi- 
dent Nixon'a statement on prevent- 
ing the Russians from gaining a 
preferentia] position in the Middle 
Hast, she said she was pleased to 
note that there was in Washington 
“a clear-eyed awareness” of the 
situation, She was glad to zotice an 
awakening in Europe to the threat 
involved In Soviet expanstoniam in 
the Middle Hast. 


NO ILLUSIONS 

She repeatedly advised the public 
against entertaining illusions on the 
Jarring talks. They did not offer 
any magic wand that would erase 
Arab and Soviet hostility. Tne Prime 
Minister declared that she would 
not agree to any interim arrange- 
ments that would bring less than 
peace. ᾿ 

On the commutation of the Lenin- 
grad trial death verdicts, Mrs. Meir 
declared: “A stone fell from my 
heart. It proved that even such a 
mighty power takes notice of the 
sincere anger of world public opi- 
nion at injustice. I would like to 
express my gratitude tv all those 
governments, patilaments, lahour 
movements and personalities who 
raised their volces and helped save 
human lives. Naturally to he sen- 
tenced to a jahour came is a terrible 
thing but at least their lives were 
saved." 


JARRING TO U.N. 
TOMORROW NIGHT 


UNITED NATIONS (UPI). — U.N. 
envoy Gunnar Jarring will return 
to New York tomorrow night to re- 
sume the suspended talks with Is- 
rael and the Arabs, [ἃ was announ- 
ced here yesterday. 

A U.N. spokesman sald Dr. Jar- 
ring wags coming from Moscow, 
where he serves as Sweden's Am- 
bassador to the Soviet Union, and 
would visit Israel on his way here.

HAIFA. — The Sea Fisheries Re- 
search Station will next year make 
extensive use of alrborne infra-red 
radiation thermometers to help the 
sardine fisheries get to the dig 
shoals. A preliminary trial has al- 
ready been carried out, and the 
station has now purchased a $1,000 
thermometer for next year’s more 
exteasive tests, Mr. Menahem Ben 
Yami, a station expert, announced 
yesterday. 

Mr. Ben Yami told The Post that 
he Ddelleved a2 connection existed 
between water surface temperatures 
and the presence of shoals of fish. 
Mainly at the start of the sardine 
fishing season in March. Tempera- 
tures then vary quite sharply along 
the Israeli coast. Later in the sea- 
son, water temperatures tend to 
equalize along the whole coast. He 
belleves that sardines flock to 
water with surface temperatures of 


22 degrees and up.

ROCKSLIDES 
INEVITABLE’

Jerusalem Post Reporter 

A leading geologist told The Je- 
rusalem Post yesterday that rock 
slides such as the one that occur- 
red Wednesday with such disas- 
trous consequences at an army 
camp near Neot Hakikar were inev- 
itable. 

According to Professor Ya'acov 
Bentor, Head of the Geological ‘De- 
partment of the Hebrew University, 
the Neot Hakikar slide occurred in 
geological conditions of particular 
danger. 

Rock collapse in such desert aad 
mountainous spots was bound to 
happen eventually, though there 
was no predicting when. 

The maris rock at Neot Hakikar, 
a mixture of limestone and clay, 
was extremely soft. This was part- 
ly due to its very young age — 
barely 20,000 years old, which 
meant tt had insufficient time to 
consolidate. The rock is the sedi- 
ment of a lake, the predecessor of 
the Dead Sea, Prof. Bentor ex- 
plained. 

He presumed that the overhang- 
ing rock wall had collapsed because

Strike to halt 
trains Sunday 


Jerusulen Puxt Reporier 
HAIFA. — Railway passenger ser- 
vices will come to a standstill from 
nine to three on Sunday unless 
demands for better pay are met. 
The shop committee announced yes- 
terday that staf meetings would 
be held ‘between these hours. Ser- 
vices will stop as a warning to the 
management aad the public.

BAND OF ROBBERS 
SENT TO JAIL 


TEL AVIV. — Prison sentences ranging ‘from 18 months to seven 
years were imposed on a gang of armed robbers by a three-man Tel 
Aviv District. Court yesterday. Four members of the gang, who ad- 
mitted to charges of robbery with violence at the Basel Hotel, Tel 
Aviv last July, and attempted robbery at the Shalom Hotel last week, 


were sentenced yesterday. A fifth 
will be dealt with at a later date, 

At 8 am. on the night of July 
10, three of the gang, Withold 
Distel, 28, of Sderot Nordau, Bliahu 
Magen, 28, of Rehov Gordon, and 
Shlomo Widan, 22, of Rehov Bilu, 
drew up at the Basel Hotel. The 
first two were dressed in army 
uniforms and armed with an unload- 
ed revolver and a hayonet. While 
Magen remained outside with a 
grenade which he was to explode 
if police. came, Distel and 
Widan entered the lobby, and 
dragged the receptionist into ano- 
ther roum. They hit him over the 
head and stuffed a rag in his mouth 
to silence him. 

Then they set upon a cleaner and 
dragged him into the room. They 


-managed to steal IL2,000 and divid- 


ed it up among the three of them. 

The attempted robbery took place 
on a Tuesday night. This time the 
target was the Shalom Hotel, op- 
posite the Tel Aviv Hilton. Magen 
und a fourth conspirator, Nicholag 
Starkland, a tourist from England, 
went Into the hotel early in the 
evening to “fix” the door to the 
cellar so that the other two would 
he able to break in later, at mid- 
night. . 
But when the break-in attempt was 
Made the neighbours were awaken- 
ed and they called the police. 

The robbers fled, Distel Into the 
nearby Independence Park. The 
Policemen gave chase, but he kept 
them at bay by threatening them 
with his pistol. They summonned 
reinforcements and eventually he 
was captured. 


The court waa particularly severe 
with Distel, who hag aver 50 con- 
vietions to his name, “Rarely have 
80 many opportunities to make 
amends béen given to a criminal 
or 30 much merey heen shown as 
In Distel's case,” the court said. 
Once he was pardoned by the Pre- 
aident himaelf. 

The judges sald he had a wild 
and anti-social temperament and 
all efforts to rehabilitate him had 
failed. : 

Tt was noted that Distel is 
the son of a mixed marriage and 
was circumcised at a late age, He 
came to Israel from Foland at the 
age of-nine and had problems with 
language and tntegration. 

Widan and Magen were each 
sentenced to two years prison, and 
the tourist Starkiand —_ whom the 
court described as a thoroughly 
unsavory character” received 
18 months. The man whese trial 
war postponed is 21 year-old Av- 
raham Feiler, or Rehov Emek Aya- 
lon, Tel Aviv.

He 
acted after fhe Jerusalem Puat 
had published pictures of 8-year-old 
Shimon Haddad, who suffered mal- 
nutrition and severe bruising after 
spending two months at Belz Tina. 

At the moment, the Ministry of 
Welfare has placed ‘a representative 
at the Home, but the director, Mr. 
Shimon Peled, remains in charge 
of the more than 80 children there. 

Shimon Haddad, who is recover- 
ing from the effects of his mal- 
treatment, 18 still waiting for a 
Place In another institution. 

An Akim representative told The 
Pout yesterday that “we feel that 
complaints about the case are a 
matter between the boy's mother 
and the Ministry of Soctal Welfare."
